This  is  the  story  of  two  teen-age  boys  who  take  a  canoe  trip  to  protect 
the  father  of  one  of  them  from  crooks.  The  story  has  one  adventure 
after  another  set  in  a  wilderness  that  few  people  know.

ANCIENT  PERSIA  by  E.  Royston  Pike  (8-10).  (Weidenfeld) 

An  interesting  story  of  ancient  Persia. 

ANNIE'S  CAPTAIN  by  Kafhryn  Hulme  (9).  (Little,  Brown) 

A  sea  tale  that  boasts  two  love  stories  and  encompasses  the  globe  as 
it  unravels  the  story  of  dainty  Annie's  love  for  the  stalwart  clipper 
captain,  John  Cavarly.  Adventure,  romance  and  history  which  nar- 
rates the  transition  from  sail  to  steam,  pervade  this  book  which  should 
have  particular  appeal  for  mature  girls. 

ANYTHING  COULD  HAPPEN  by  Phyllis  Brett  Young  (7-8).  (Longmans) 
A  humorous  story  of  a  girl  with  boyish  ways  who  enjoys  playing  pranks 
on  people. 

ARROWSMITH  by  S.  Lewis.  (Harcourt) 

The  story  of  an  ambitious,  tough-minded  American  doctor  whose  work 
was  more  important  to  him  than  the  places  he  visited  and  the  people 
he  met. 

ASCENT  OF  EVEREST,  THE  by  Sir  J.  Hunt  (Sr.  Edition)  (7-11).  (Univ.  of 
London) 

An  abridged  edition  of  the  conquest  of  the  world's  highest  mountain 
by  the  leader  of  the  successful  expedition. 

BEAU  GESTE  by  P.  C.  Wren  (9-11).  (John  Murray) 

Mystery,  adventure,  and  romance  mingle  in  this  story  of  the  disappear- 
ance of  a  valuable  gem  which  causes  three  brothers  to  enlist  in  the 
French  Foreign  Legion  in  North  Africa. 

BOOK  OF   ESCAPES  AND   HURRIED  JOURNEYS  by  John   Buchan   (7-9). 
(Thos.  Nelson) 

There  is  a  fascination  in  tales  of  escape  and  hurried  journeys.  The 
author  retells  twelve  exciting  historical  stories  of  the  pursued  and  the 
pursuer. 

BOOK  OF  GOOD  STORIES,  Edited  by  G.  F.  McNally  (8,9).  (Macmillan) 
A  collection  of  adventure  stories  for  boys  and  girls.

CAVES  OF  THE  GREAT  HUNTERS,  THE  by  Hans  Baumann  (8,  9).  (Pan- 
theon) 

The  author  in  a  skilfully  constructed  story  introduces  the  reader  to 
the  great  hunters  who  flourished  in  Europe  long  before  the  dawn  of 
written  history,  and  who  left  their  vivid  paintings  in  their  cave  homes. 


CITADEL,  THE  by  A.  J.  Cronin  (12).  (Grosset) 

The  efforts  of  a  doctor  to  cling  to  the  idealistic  principles  of  his  youth 
as  he  faces  hardship  and  personal  tragedy. 

CITY  OF  BELLS  by  E.  Goudge.  (Duckworth) 

A  beautifully  written  story  in  an  English  cathedral  town  with  a  short 
interlude  in  London.  The  characters  are  drawn  with  insight  and 
humour. 

DEADLINE  FOR  JIM  by  Graham  M.  Dean  (710).  (Criterion) 

The  main  character  in  this  story  is  a  cub  reporter.  His  adventures 
would  appeal  to  readers  with  an  interest  in  journalism. 

DEFIANT  AGENTS,  THE  by  Andre  Norton  (7-8).  (World) 
A  most  interesting  Indian  story  with  a  modern  setting. 

FALCONS  OF  FRANCE  by  Charles  Bernard  Nordhoff  (9).     (Little,  Brown) 

A  story  of  the  "Knights  of  the  Air"  during  the  first  World  War. 

FAR    FROM    THE    MADDING    CROWD    by    Thomas    Hardy    (12).    (Macmil- 
lan   N.Y.) 

The  heroine  of  this  novel  of  English  country  life  prefers  a  worthless 
but  handsome  adventurer  to  her  two  more  solid  lovers.

The  fantastic  adventures  of  four  people  who,  believing  that  they  are 
setting  out  on  an  ordinary  aeroplane  journey  in  India,  are  spirited 
away  to  the  mysterious  lamasery  of  Shangri-La  in  Tibet. 

LOST  WORLDS  by  A.  T.  White.  (Random) 

Schlieman,  the  great  archaeologist,  realized  his  dream  of  discovering 
Troy,  the  home  of  his  heroes.  His  explorations  reveal  a  vast  buried 
cemetery  and  the  rifled  graves  of  Pharaohs.  Descriptions  of  the 
discovery  of  Tut-ankh-amen's  tomb  and  the  revelation  of  the  mystery 
of  Mayan  civilization  makes  this  a  memorable  book — one  "not  to  be 
missed". 

LUMBERJACK  by  S.  W.  Meader.  (Harcourt)

A  true  and  thrilling  tale  of  a  tiger  hunter's  exploits. 

MEMED  MY  HAWK  by  Yashar  Kernel  (9-12).  (Collins) 

Poverty,  injustice  and  a  thwarted  love  force  a  Turkish  peasant  to  be- 
come a  modern  "Robin  Hood".    Translated  from  the  Turkish.

OTTO  OF  THE  SILVER  HAND  by  Howard  Pyle  (7,8).  (Scribner's) 

The  days  of  the  robber  barons  and  deadly  feuds  are  woven  into  this 
tale  of  Otto  kidnapped  by  rough  soldiers. 

PETER  FREUCHEN'S  ADVENTURES  IN  THE  ARCTIC  edited  by  Dagmar 
Freuchen.  (Messner) 

A  great  man's  struggle  against  the  rigors  of  the  Arctic  in  which  he 
faced  death  many  times.  Through  him  we  meet  the  Eskimo  people 
with  their  ancient  superstitions  and  customs  and  their  code  of  living 
so  well  adapted  to  the  north. 

PIM  AND  THE  CAVES  OF  COSCORRON   by  Jean    Loisy   (7-10).   (Univ.  of 
London) 

Pirn  and  Paco  find  the  secret  treasure  of  the  caves  in  Medina  in 
Southern  Spain  and  bring  fame  to  their  village. 

PLAGUE,  THE  by  Albert  Camus  (11-12).  (Hamish  Hamilton) 

A  plague  attacks  a  modern  city  and  man  reacts  to  meet  his  needs. 
Here  is  a  parable  for  today's  world  in  which  the  author  explains  more 
than  his  theory  of  existentialism.     Translated  from  the  French. 

PRIDE  AND  PREJUDICE  by  Jane  Austen  (8,9).  (Books,  Inc.) 

Elizabeth  Bennett  is  bitterly  prejudiced  against  the  proud  Mr.  Darcy. 
This  story  about  their  romance  will  be  enjoyed  by  older  girls. 

PRIDE  OF   POSSESSION   by  J.  Street  and   D.  Tracy  (9-11).  (Lippincott) 

Kiah  McCable  witnessed  his  father's  death.  The  boy,  frozen  with  fear, 
was  unable  to  aid  his  father.  Kiah  feels  he  must  avenge  his  father's 
death  by  tracking  down  and  killing  the  boar  that  gored  him.  His 
determined  efforts  to  this  end  make  an  absorbing  story  which  boys  and 
girls  will  enjoy. 

QUEST  IN  THE  DESERT  by  Roy  Chapman  Andrews  (7-9).  (Viking) 

This  is  a  story  written,  not  by  a  professional  author,  but  by  a  museum 
director  from  the  richness  of  his  experience  as  an  explorer  of  the 
Gobi  Desert  and  other  areas  in  Central  Asia.  The  story  deals  mainly 
with  the  adventures  of  Benton,  the  leader  of  an  expedition  into  the 
Gobi  Desert,  his  dog  Wolf,  and  his  friend  Ulan  Khan. 

RAMON  A  by  Helen  Hunt  Jackson  (9-11).  (Grosset) 

Persecution  of  the  Indians  by  the  American  ranchers  after  Mexico's 
surrender  of  California. 

RED  RIVER  ADVENTURE  by  J.  W.  Chalmers  (7-9).  (Macmillan) 

The  first  settlers  in  Western  Canada,  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  ago, 
found  themselves  squarely  in  the  middle  of  a  fur  war,  and  beset  by 
hunger,  loneliness,  and  the  hostility  of  an  unfamiliar  climate  and 
environment,  yet  they  persevered  to  found  the  largest  city  on  the 
prairies.

Rahotep  was  called  "Shadow  Hawk"  because,  although  he  was  by 
royal  birth  Nomarch  (duke)  of  the  Hawk,  his  lands  were  held  by  the 
Hyksos,  conquerors  of  Egypt.  Rahotep  has  been  unjustly  deprived 
of  his  place  at  court  and  is  in  charge  of  a  border  patrol.  When  his 
father  dies  Rahotep's  life  is  in  danger  and  he  and  his  splendid  band 
of  Nubian  Archers  join  Pharaoh's  sons  in  an  attempt  to  free  Egypt. 

SHOW  BOAT  by  E.  Ferber.  (Grosset) 

The  well-known  story  of  a  troupe  on  a  Mississippi  Show  Boat. 

SONS  OF  THE  STEPPE  by  Hans  Baumann  (10-12).  (Oxford) 

A  very  fast-moving  exciting  story  of  Genghis  Khan  and  the  rivalry 
between  his  two  grandsons,  Kublai  Khan  and  Arik-Buka  Khan. 

STEER  NORTH  by  Kathrene  Pinkerton  (8-9).  (Harcourt)

N.Y.) 

Captured  by  the  Benakis,  a  young  English  lad  has  a  rugged  winter 
on  the  bitter  wilderness  trail  from  the  Maine  coast  to  Canada. 

TRAIL  TO  THE   NORTH   by   Louise  Dickinson   Rich   (7-10).   (Lippincott) 

Bill  Gordon,  son  of  a  game  warden,  accompanies  Frank  Stark  on  a 
round  of  the  Maine  lumber  camps  in  search  of  a  long  lost  brother. 

TREMBLING    YEARS,   THE    by    Elsie    Oakes    Barber    (10-11).    (Macmillan 
N.Y.) 

Kathy  Storm,  just  seventeen  and  a  freshman  in  a  small  New  England 
college,  was  suddenly  stricken  with  polio.  She  rebelled  bitterly.  At 
last  she  awakened  to  a  very  hard  truth;  she  had  only  herself  to  rely  on.

A  "Comic  History"  showing  the  foibles  of  the  English  Upper  Class 
through  which  Becky  Sharp  moves  in  her  artificial  existence. 

WHO  RIDES  IN  THE  DARK?  by  Stephen  Meader  (7-9).  (Harcourt) 

Dan  Drew  finds  excitement  in  the  New  Hampshire  hills  when  he  comes 
across  the  hideout  of  a  band  of  outlaws. 

YOUNG  CLIMBER  by  R.  Bateman  (7-9).  (Constable) 

Robert  Bateman,  a  sports  journalist  and  broadcaster,  presents  a  fastr 
moving  and  realistic  story  of  the  adventures  of  a  party  of  boys  who 
are  competing  for  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Award.  The  boys  have  to 
complete  a  three-day  cross-country  trip  in  which  they  are  faced  with 
many  obstacles.     The  importance  of  team  work  is  pointed  up.

(Macmilian) 

Stories  about  the  beavers,  their  lives  and  adventures. 

ANIMAL  BOOK  by  Dorothy  Hogner  (7-9).  (Walck) 

A  handbook  of  mammals  native  to  North  America,  arranged  in  order 
of  family  and  genus.  The  text  describes  the  appearance  and  behavior 
of  approximately  170  animals. 

BAMBI  by  Felix  Salten  (7,  8).  (Grosset) 

This  is  the  life  story  of  a  forest  deer  from  fawn  to  full  grown  stag, 
told  simply  and  poetically. 

BLACK  STALLION  by  Walter  Farley  (7-9).  (Random) 

A  seventeen-year-old  boy  and  a  wild  black  stallion,  only  survivors  from 
a  shipwreck,  live  for  a  time  on  an  uninhabited  island,  and  somehow 
exist  until  they  are  rescued.  Then  follows  careful  training  of  the 
horse.   The  story  ends  in  a  dramatic  victory  on  the  race  track. 

BLACK  STALLION  RETURNS  by  Walter  Farley  (7-12).  (Random) 

In  this  sequel  to  "The  Black  Stallion",  Alec  accompanies  two  men  to 
Arabia  in  search  of  his  beloved  horse. 

BOB,  SON  OF  BATTLE  by  Alfred  Ollivant  (7,8).  (Grosset) 

Bob,  Son  of  Battle  fights  for  the  Shepherd's  Trophy  with  the  fierce 
"Red  Wull"  and  proves  himself  to  be  the  best  and  finest  of  all  the 
Gray  Dogs  of  Kenmuir.

The  adventures  of  a  mastiff  in  the  Klondike  and  his  final  reversion 
to  type  when  he  obeyed  the  call  of  the  wild  and  became  leader  of  a 
pack  of  wolves. 

DOG  WHO  WOULDN'T  BE,  THE   by   Farley  Mowat.  (Little,  Brown) 

The  author  re-lives  some  happy  boyhood  Saskatchewan  days  shared 
with  his  dog  of  uncertain  vintage  whose  great  heart  and  devotion 
secured  for  him  (the  dog)  a  permanent  place  in  the  affection  of  the 
household. 

FROG,  THE  HORSE  THAT  KNEW  NO  MASTER  by  Sterner  St.  Paul  Meek 
(7-9).  (Grosset) 

An  outlaw  horse,  that  can  be  ridden  only  by  force,  meets  his  match  in 
a  young  army  lieutenant. 

GOODBYE,  MY  LADY  by  James  Street  (7-9).  (Lippincott) 

Skeeter  finds  a  rare  dog  in  the  wilderness  of  the  Pascagoula  swamp, 
trains  and  loves  her,  and,  when  the  time  for  parting  comes,  he  is  able 
to  meet  the  time  of  heartbreak  as  becomes  a  man. 

GREEN  GRASS  OF  WYOMING  by  Mary  O'Hara  (7-9).  (Lippincott) 

A  sequel  to  "Thunderhead".  In  this  story  the  great  white  horse  leads 
the  whole  countryside  a  merry  chase  during  which  Ken  finds  another 
interest  in  life  besides  horses. 

HEADS-UP-HEELS-DOWN   by   Clarence   William   Anderson   (7-9).   (Macmil- 
lan N.Y.) 

This  book  will  be  the  joy  of  all  those  who  love  horses  and  riding,  for 
it  has  pointers  on  how  to  care  for  a  horse,  and  how  to  mount  and 
handle  one  in  the  saddle. 

INCREDIBLE  JOURNEY,  THE  by  Sheila  Burnford  (7-9).  (Hodder) 

How  three  animal  pets  'boarded  out*  and  lonesome  for  their  family 
made  a  successful  push  for  home  across  250  rugged  miles  of  northern 
Ontario.  They  are  an  odd  assortment;  Luath  the  golden  Labrador, 
young  and  unsure;  Bodger  the  bull  terrier,  old  but  game;  and  Tao  the 
Siamese  cat,  proud  and  resourceful.  An  unforgettable  story  of  the 
animal  world. 

JUMPER,  THE   LIFE   OF  A  SIBERIAN   HORSE   by  Nicholas   Kalashnikoff 
(8-12).  (Scribner's)

All  about  the  growth  and  adventures  of  an  elephant  from  the  time 
he  was  six  months  old. 

LASSIE  COME  HOME  by  Eric  Mowbray  Knight  (6-8).  (Grosset) 

Sold  to  a  duke  in  northern  Scotland,  a  collie  dog  escapes  and  makes 
a  400  mile  trek  back  to  Joe,  his  beloved  Yorkshire  master. 

LIONS  ON  THE  HUNT  by  Theodore  J.  Waldeck  (7-9).  (Viking) 

Sur-Dah  was  a  young  lion  of  the  African  veldt  who  grew  up  to  be  the 
chief  of  his  pack. 

MIDNIGHT  MOON  by  Dorothy  Lyons  (7-9).  (Harcourt) 

When  Connemara  made  the  wager  that  she  could  gentle  the  black 
mare,  she  did  not  know  that  the  horse  was  an  outlaw.  It  takes  pa- 
tience and  skill  to  train  the  mare,  but  Connie  proves  her  mettle  in 
the  final  test 

MONSTERS  OF  OLD  LOS  ANGELES  by  Charles  M.  Martin  (7-9).  (Viking)

HORACE   GREELEY   by   Edward   Allen   (7-10).   (Encyclopedia    Britannioa) 

Interesting  life  story  of  the  editor-advocate  of  women's  rights  and 
labor  unionism. 

HORACE   MANN    by   Jessie   Treichler   (7-10).    (Encyclopedia   Britannica) 

A  sensitive  treatment  of  the  life  of  one  of  the  world's  great  idealists. 
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JOHN  A.  MACDONALD,  THE  OLD  CHIEFTAIN  by  D.  G.  Creighton  (11-12). 
(Macmillan) 

Macdonald's  life  from  1867  to  his  death  in  1891.  It  is  considered  an 
even  greater  book  than  the  earlier  volume  covering  the  period  to  1867.

Its  fluent  style  makes  it 
highly  readable  and  never  dull.

(Messner) 

Small  though  he  was,  this  trail  blazer  roamed  the  wilderness  with  a 
courage  and  daring  that  made  him  a  leader  respected  by  friend  and 
foe  alike. 

LEE  DE  FOREST  by  Donald  Wollheim  (7-10).  (Encyclopedia  Britannica) 

An  easy  to  read  account  of  the  life  of  the  inventor  of  the  modern 
vacuum  tube. 

LEONARDO  DA  VINCI  by  Elizabeth  Ripley  (7-9).  (Walck) 

A  brief  biography  of  a  great  genius,  illustrated  by  31  full-page  illustra- 
tions from  the  paintings  and  notebooks  of  this  master  artist,  engineer, 
inventor,  and  sculptor. 

LORD  SELKIRK  OF  RED  RIVER  by  J.  M.  Gray  (11-12).  (Macmillan) 
A  penetrating  and  well-balanced  biography  of  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  appealing  figures  of  the  Canadian  scene.

Nearly  200  years  ago  Samuel  Hearne  led  three  expeditions  to  the 
Arctic  and  ultimately  discovered  the  mouth  of  the  Coppermine  River.

P.  T.  BARNUM  by   Fred  Cook  (7-10).  (Encyclopedia   Britannica) 

A  smooth  reading  biography  of  the  first  and  greatest  showman.

This  biography  of  one  of  the  leaders  of  our  age  is  written  with  insight 
and  interest

Mark  Twain  had  a  lively  and  entertaining  life  as  he  grew  up  on  the 
banks  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

ROBERT  GODDARD,  FATHER  OF   ROCKETRY  by  Gertrude  H.  Winders 

(7-9).  (Day) 

A  timely  topic.  The  life  story  of  a  great  modern  scientist  written 
in  simple  language  and  interesting  manner. 

ROY  CAMPANELLA,  MAN  OF  COURAGE  by  Gene  Schoor  (7-9).  (Putnam) 

An  interesting  story  of  the  life  of  one  of  the  first  negro  ball  players, 
who  by  his  great  courage,  strength  of  character  and  love  of  baseball, 
became  a  big  league  star,  and  the  idol  of  millions  of  fans.

Not  exhaustive  but  an  excellent  generalized  picture. 

STAN  MUSIAL  by  Ray  Robinson   (6-9).  (Putnam) 

An  excellent  account  of  baseball's  greatest  player  and  sportsman  and 
gentleman. 

SUN  AND  THE  BIRCH,  THE  by  C.  M.  Simon.  (Dutton) 

The  biography  of  Crown  Prince  Akihito  and  Crown  Princess  Michiko 
which  vividly  portrays  the  problems  of  adjustment  which  faces  young 
people  in  Japan  today — the  devotion  to  traditional  beliefs  and  the 
necessity  to  embrace  western  methods  and  ideas  for  the  welfare  of 
the  state. 

TEN  BRAVE  MEN  by  Sonia  Daugherty  (7-9).  (Lippincott) 

This  is  a  series  of  stories  dealing  with  ten  men  who  made  some 
decision  or  took  some  action  which  shaped  the  character  and  destiny 
of  the  United  States  of  America.

This  book  tells  clearly  and  simply  the  stories  of  seven  unusual  men 
and  women  who  saw  how  they  could  help  people  in  need,  and  who 
did  not  wait  for  others  to  begin  action.

When  the  Jackman  family  move  to  the  wilderness  of  northern  Ontario 
and  start  a  fur  farm  there  is  plenty  of  work  for  Ann  and  Philip. 

AIRBORNE  FROM  EDMONTON  by  Eugenie  Louise  Myles.  (Ryerson) 

An  exciting,  well-illustrated  account  of  the  exploits  of  the  "bush" 
pilots  and  their  successors  who  conquered  the  North  Country. 

ANGEL  OF  HUDSON  BAY  by  William  Ashley  Anderson.  (Dutton) 

This  is  a  dramatic,  true  story  of  Maud  Watt  and  her  husband  Jim  and 
their  rugged  life  in  the  Arctic  helping  the  Indians  and  Eskimos. 

BUCKSKIN  COLONIST  by  John  F.  Hayes  (7-9).  Copp  Clark) 

The  story  deals  with  the  adventures  of  Selkirk  Settler  Ronald  McMillan, 
a  teen-aged  boy  who  grows  to  manhood  at  the  time  of  the  troubles 
in  the  Red  River  Valley  between  the  colonists  and  the  North-West 
Company.  The  book  is  well  written,  and  the  element  of  suspense 
carries  the  reader  along  to  the  final  denouement. 

CREATIVE  WRITING  IN  CANADA  by  Desmond  Pacey  (10-12).  (Ryerson) 

A  readable  volume  of  history  and  criticism.  Like  the  1952  edition 
this  one  deals  mainly  with  poetry  and  fiction.  Chapters  6  and  7  on 
modern  poetry  and  fiction  have  been  expanded;  chapter  8  deals  with 
the  literature  of  the  fifties. 

DRUMS  IN  THE  FOREST  by  Allan  Dwight,  pseud.  (7-9).  (Macmillan  N.Y.) 

Denis  de  Lornay's  encounters  with  the  Indians,  coureur-de-bois  and  with 
many  of  his  scheming  countrymen,  combine  to  make  a  thrilling  story 
of  French  Canada. 

FARTHER  NORTH  by  Kathrene  Pinkerton  (7-9).  (Harcourt) 

Four  young  people,  including  Ann  and  Philip  Jackman  of  "Adventure 
North",  have  an  exciting  canoe  trip  with  an  old  trapper  into  the  north 
woods  wilderness.   Sequel  to  "Fox  Island". 

FIRE  IN  THE  VALLEY  by  J.  Hambleton  (7-10).  (Longmans) 

The  story  of  a  famous  forest  fire  in  the  Sudbury  area  of  Ontario.  The 
story  tells  how  a  fire  starts,  how  it  travels,  how  it  is  fought  and  how 
it  can  scorch  thousands  of  acres. 

FIRST  FIVE  YEARS,  THE:  A  SELECTION   FROM  THE  TAMARACK  RE- 
VIEW ed.  by  Robert  Weaver  (12).  (Oxford) 

The  contributions,  by  many  distinguished  Canadian  writers,  include 
poetry,  short  stories  and  articles.    A  zestful  collection  of  high  quality. 

FOX  ISLAND  by  Kathrene  Pinkerton  (7-9).  (Harcourt) 

In  the  loneliness  of  the  Canadian  fur  country  15-year-old  Ann  Jackman 
discovers  a  silver  fox  which  leads  to  serious  trouble.  Sequel  to 
"Adventure  North". 

FUR  TRADE  GOVERNOR  by  J.  W.  Chalmers.  (Inst.  Applied  Art) 

A  story  of  the  adventures  of  one  of  the  truly  great  "Makers  of  Canada, 
Sir  George  Simpson",  for  forty  years  overseas  governor  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company.  Far  from  being  perfect,  Sir  George  was  never- 
theless a  courageous,  colorful  administrator.  The  story  of  his  life  is 
intensely  interesting. 
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GOLDEN  TRAIL,  THE  by  Pierre  Berton  (7-9).  (Macmillan) 

The  story  of  the  Klondike  gold  rush,  told  by  a  skilled  story-teller 
who  lived  in  the  Yukon  during  its  golden  days. 

GUNS  AT  QUEBEC  by  Allan  Dwight  (7-9).  (Macmillan) 

An  exciting  picture  of  New  France  in  the  year  1759-60  as  seen  through 
the  eyes  of  young  Steve  Eliot.  The  author  has  succeeded  in  present- 
ing both  the  French  and  English  points  of  view. 

HUDSON  BAY  EXPRESS  by  Robert  Davis  (7-9).  (Holiday) 

Two  boys,  one  white  and  one  Indian,  get  possession  of  a  great  white 
sled  dog  and  organize  a  dog-team  service  on  the  shores  of  James  Bay. 

IN  SEARCH  OF  THE  MAGNETIC  NORTH  by  G.  F.  Stanley  (10-12).  (Mac- 
millan) 

The  title  of  this  collection  of  letters  is  somewhat  misleading,  as  they 
deal  very  little  with  Lefroy's  scientific  observations  during  his  1843-44 
visit  to  Western  Canada.  Instead,  this  charming  book  tells  of  the 
people  he  met  and  the  places  he  visited — Toronto,  Lachine,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  Forts  William,  Garry,  Chipewyan,  Simpson,  Edmonton,  York 
Factory,  Norway  House. 

KLONDIKE,  THE  LIFE  AND  DEATH  OF  THE  LAST  GREAT  GOLD  RUSH 
by  Pierre  Berton  (10-12).  (Knopf) 

A  Canadian  who  grew  up  in  the  Yukon  tells  the  dramatic  story  of 
the  Klondike  gold  rush.  The  difficulties  confronting  the  gold  seekers 
on  the  overland  routes  and  on  the  waterways,  Dawson  City's  brief 
but  glittering  heyday,  and  the  few  who  struck  it  rich  and  the  many 
who  didn't  are  portrayed  in  fascinating  detail. 

LAND  DIVIDED  by  John  F.  Hayes  (7-9).  (Copp  Clark) 

In  this  book  Mr.  Hayes  tells  of  the  adventures  of  two  cousins,  one  the 
son  of  an  English  officer,  the  other  an  Acadian,  who  are  caught  in  the 
conflict  of  English  and  French  at  the  time  of  the  expulsion  of  the 
Acadians.    A  Governor-General's  Award  winner. 

MOUNTY  IN  A  JEEP  by  T.  Morris  Longstreth   (7-9).  (Macmillan  N.Y.) 

In  an  isolated  village  on  the  Alberta-Northwest  Territories  boundary 
a  young  Mountie  brings  law  and  order  to  his  territory  by  exercising 
leadership  and  by  participating  in  youth  activities. 

NORTHLAND  TRAILS  by  S.  C.  Ells  (8-10).  (Burns  &  MacEachern) 

An  anthology  of  short  stories  and  verse,  presenting  vividly  the  spirit 
of  Canada's  Northland  from  the  earliest  penetrations  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Alaska  Highway.  Splendid  mood  and  imagery,  appealing 
particularly  to  students  poetically  inclined. 

NOR'WESTERS,  THE    by    Marjorie    Wilkins    Campbell    (7-9).    (Macmillan) 

A  story  of  the  part  played  by  the  North-West  Company  in  Western 
Canada's  fur  rivalry  between  1790  and  1820.  A  Governor-General's 
Award  winner. 

PEACEMAKER  OR  POWDER  MONKEY  by  James  M.  Minifie.  (McClelland) 

The  author  in  a  very  thought-provoking  manner  suggests  that  Canada 
should  play  a  neutralist  role  in  world  politics.  This  book  provides 
excellent  supplementary  reading  for  Social  Studies  30. 

PEOPLE  OF  THE  DEER  by  Farley  Mowat  (11-12).  (Little,  Brown) 

A  true-life  account  of  a  vanishing  Eskimo  tribe  in  the  barren  lands 
west  of  Hudson  Bay. 
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REBELS  RIDE  AT  NIGHT  by  J.  F.  Hayes  (7-9).  (Copp  Clark) 

The  Upper  Canada  Rebellion  of  1837  is  a  subject  not  often  exploited 
by  writers  of  books  for  young  people.  In  the  hands  of  J.  F.  Hayes  it 
provides  the  background  for  a  tale  that  will  appeal  to  junior  high 
school  students. 

REVOLT  IN  THE  WEST  by  E.  McCourt  (8,  9).  (Macmillan) 

This  is  the  story  of  the  Riel  Rebellion.  Riel  comes  home  to  the  Metis 
after  being  away  in  the  United  States  for  many  years. 

SCARLET  FORCE,  THE  by  T.  Morris  Longstreth  (7-9).  (Macmillan) 

A  very  readable  account  of  the  early  days  in  the  N.W.M.P.,  from  its 
earliest  days  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  century. 

SPEAKING  OF  CANADA  by  Vincent  Massey.  (Macmillan) 

Canada's  first  Canadian  governor-general  speaks  with  perception,  wit 
and  knowledge  of  the  facets  of  our  country's  heritage  and  opportunity 
— cultural  and  economic. 

STRANGE  ONE,  THE  by  Fred  Bodsworth  (10-12).  (Dodd,  Mead) 

The  fate  of  a  barnacle  goose  becomes  the  symbol  of  the  tragic  love 
between  a  Toronto  biologist  and  an  Indian  girl. 

THREE  AGAINST  THE  WILDERNESS  by  Eric  Collier  (9-12).  (Dutton) 

A  vivid,  courageous  and  often  exciting  account  of  life  in  the  Chilcotin 
district  of  British  Columbia.  When  the  author,  an  Englishman  and 
his  wife  and  small  son  acquire  the  trapping  rights  to  150,000  acres 
of  this  rugged  and  primitive  land,  they  faced  loneliness  and  privation, 
but  in  their  struggle  for  existence  they  wrought  a  miracle  and  re- 
stored life  to  a  barren  wilderness. 

TRAPLINES  NORTH  by  Stephen  W.  Meader  (6-9).  (Dodd,  Mead) 

Hunting  and  fishing  were  also  a  part  of  Jim  Vanderleek's  experiences 
when  he  managed  his  father's  trap-lines  in  the  Thunder  Bay  district 
of  Ontario.   The  story  is  based  on  an  actual  diary. 

TREASON  AT  YORK  by  John  F.  Hayes  (7-9).  (Copp  Clark) 

Alan  Crawford  and  his  friend  Hugh  Ainsley  were  fourteen  years  old 
when  the  War  of  1812  broke  out  on  the  border  of  eastern  Canada. 
Victory  and  defeat,  treachery  and  bravery,  capture  and  escape,  alarm 
by  night  and  danger  by  day  fill  the  pages  of  this  adventure. 

UPLAND  TRAILS  by  Dan  McCowan  (9).  (Macmillan) 

Dan  McCowan,  known  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1955  as  Mr.  Banff, 
writes  entertainingly  about  nature  and  nature's  creatures,  combining 
scientific  observation,  personal  reminiscence,  and  historical  anecdote. 

WHO  HAS  SEEN  THE  WIND  by  William  Ormond  Mitchell   (9-12).  (Mac- 
millan) 

"Growing  up  in  a  small  Saskatchewan  town  brings  to  life  the  thoughts 
and  feelings  of  a  young  boy  as  he  meets  everything  from  adventure 
and  fun,  to  fear  and  sadness." 

WOLF  WILLOW:  A  HISTORY,  A  STORY  AND  A  MEMORY  OF  THE  LAST 
PLAINS  FRONTIER  by  Wallace  Stenger  (11-12).  (Viking) 

An  intriguing  blend  of  frontier  history,  fiction  and  the  author's  remi- 
niscences of  his  childhood  on  a  homestead  and  in  a  small  town  near 
the  Cypress  Hills  of  Saskatchewan.

Five  men  and  a  dog  are  carried  out  to  sea  in  a  balloon  and  drop  from 
the  clouds  on  the  mysterious  island.   There  is  adventure  ahead! 
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MYSTERY  OF  SATELLITE  7  by  Charles  Coombs  (7-9).  (Westminster  Press) 

Three  teen-pals  track  down  sabotage  efforts  which  could  prevent  the 
successful  launching  into  orbit  of  earth  satellite  ARGUS  designed  to 
pioneer  a  TV  relay-station  in  space. 

OPERATION  SPRINGBOARD  by  John  Ball  Jr.  (8,  9).  (Duell) 

Chester  Pawling,  keenly  interested  in  space  travel,  is  invited  to  work 
at  a  base  in  the  South  Pacific  where  the  great  scientist,  Dr.  Havensson, 
is  conducting  highly  secret  experiments.  The  story  tells  of  Chester's 
adventures  there  and  in  space. 

PETER  GRAVES  by  William  Pene  Du  Bois  (7,8).  (Viking) 

The  invention  of  a  metal  that  defies  the  law  of  gravity  might  seem  like 
a  blessing  to  a  weight-ridden  world,  but  the  efforts  of  young  Peter 
Graves  and  old  inventor  Houghton  Furlong  to  exploit  its  possibilities 
provide  amusing  reading. 

PIRATES  IN  THE  DEEP  GREEN  SEA  by  Eric  Linklater  (7-9).  (Macmil- 
lan  N.Y.) 

A  singing  octopus  who  can  also  quote  Shakespeare  is  one  of  the 
oddities  that  two  boys  meet  under  the  Deep  Green  Sea.  Another  is 
Grandfather  Spems  who  had  been  a  pirate.  A  lot  of  mighty  amusing 
things  happen  in  this  submarine  adventure.

LAND  THAT   ISN'T  THERE,  THE:   AN    IRISH   ADVENTURE   by    L.   Wib- 
berley.  (Washburn)

St.  John  area  where  men  pit  their  strength  against  ruthless  nature.

The  story  of  a  young  Bohemian  immigrant  girl  in  pioneer  Nebraska. 

PARK  COUNTRY,  THE  by  Annie  L.  Gaetz.  (Evergreen  Press) 

Subtitled  'a  history  of  Red  Deer  and  district',  this  is  a  record  of  the 
pioneers  who  settled  and  developed  this  part  of  our  province.  It 
will  have  interest  for  those  who  are  curious  about  local  history.

With  "starch  in  her  soul"  and  a  sense  of  humor,  Laura  faces  the  first 
winter  of  teaching  in  a  prairie  school.

An  exciting,  prize  winning  novel  set  in  the  first  century  A.D.  Odjborn 
leaves  Denmark  for  Rome  and  survives  slavery  and  betrayal.

Her  friendship  and  rescue  of  a  gentle  Quaker  woman  from  a  witch 
hunt  threatens  her  own  life,  but  out  of  it  came  her  chance  for  rom- 
ance and  acceptance  by  the  community  which  formerly  had  rejected 
her.

In  dramatic  and  simple  terms  the  author  describes  the  startling  dis- 
coveries of  the  last  200  years  in  biology,  biochemistry  and  allied 
sciences,  which  have  virtually  solved  the  riddle  of  the  chemistry  of 
life. 

CONQUEST  OF  SPACE  by  Ley  and  Bonestell.  (Viking) 

Places  in  the  universe  that  may  eventually  be  seen  by  man — the  ice 
of  Jupiter,  mountains  of  the  moon,  etc. 
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CRIME  SCIENTISTS  by  Mike  McGrady  (8-9).  (Lippincott) 

This  book  reveals  new  scientific  methods  used  by  policemen  to  trap 
criminals. 

DAY  OF  THE  TRIFFIDS,  THE  by  John  Wyndham.  (Michael  Joseph) 

Walking  plants  threaten  the  extinction  of  human  life  in  this  classic 
of  science  fiction. 

DEEP  RANGE  by  Arthur  Charles  Clarke  (10-12).  (Harcourt) 

A  space  engineer  is  grounded  and  joins  a  submarine  patrol.  The 
action  takes  place  one  hundred  years  hence  when  the  world  is  living 
off  the  sea. 

ELECTRONICS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE  by  J.  Bendick  (7-9).  (McGraw) 
This  book  is  an  introduction  to  electronics.    It  has  many  fine  illustra- 
tions and  a  glossary  of  terms. 

FUN  WITH  MATHEMATICS  by  Jerome  S.  Meyer  (9-10).  (World) 

A  book  for  students  who  are  keenly  interested  in  mathematics.  It 
contains  scores  of  challenging  puzzles,  problems,  games  and  facts 
involving  number  relationships. 

GALACTIC  DERELICT  by  Andre  Norton.  (World) 

Travis  Fox,  a  young  ranch  hand  joins  the  secret  time  transfer  project 
and  is  sent  on  an  action-filled  journey  through  both  time  and  space. 
His  adventures  with  the  strange  inhabitants  of  other  worlds  is  imagin- 
ative science  fiction  at  its  best. 

GALILEO  AND  THE  SCIENTIFIC  REVOLUTION  by  L.  Fermi  and  B.  Gil- 
berto  (9-12).  (Basic  Books) 
The  beginnings  of  modern  science  in  the  life  of  a  great  man. 

GLASS  BEES,  THE  by  Ernst  Juenger,  translated  from  German  by  Louise 
Bogan  and  Elizabeth  Mayer.  (Noonday  Press) 

Automation  is  the  theme  of  this  haunting  science-fiction  novel. 

HAVE   SPACE  SUIT— WILL  TRAVEL  by  Robert  Anson   Heinlein.  (Scrib- 
ner's) 

Kip  Russell  won  a  second-hand  space  suit  from  the  rigging  of  the 
earth's  second  satellite  as  a  consolation  prize  in  a  trip-to-the-moon 
contest.  Intriguing,  if  unusual  theory,  and  amusing  incident  are  part 
and  parcel  of  this  story  of  man's  struggle  for  existence  in  space. 

HISTORY   OF    INVENTION,  A   by   Egon    Larsen    (pseud)   (8-12).   (Phoenix 
House) 

With  68  photographs  and  112  line  illus.,  including  many  especially 
drawn  by  George  Lane.  A  fascinating  well  written  account  from 
earliest  times  by  an  able  writer.    The  illustrations  are  fascinating. 

INSIDE  THE  ATOM  by  Isaac  Asimov  (10-12).  (Abelard-Schuman) 

Here  is  a  clear  explanation  in  informal  style  of  the  atomic  theory 
explaining  the  contents  of  the  atom,  atomic  arrangements,  isotopes, 
atomic  rays,  radio-activity,  nuclear  reactions,  nuclear  fission.  The 
dangers  and  misuse  and  future  possibilities  of  their  source  of  power 
are  indicated. 

OF  MEN  AND  NUMBERS  by  Jane  Muir  (8-12).  (Dodd) 

Mathematics  through  the  men  who  developed  it  in  this  skillfully  nar- 
rated book. 
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ORBIT:   A    PICTURE   STORY   OF    FORCE    AND   MOTION    by    H.    Ruchlis 
(8-10).  (Harper) 

The  author  describes  Newton's  three  Laws  of  Motion,  as  well  as  his 
Law  of  Gravitation.  He  demonstrates  the  application  of  these  Laws 
in  everyday  life  and  in  space  flight  through  interesting  examples, 
experiments,  and  problems.  There  are  excellent  photographs  and 
diagrams. 

ROCKET  TO  LIMBO  by  Alan  Nourse  (10-12).  (McKay) 

Mutiny  breaks  out  on  the  Star  Ship  Ganymede  when  it  is  learned 
that  she  is  not  on  a  routine  run  to  a  known  star  system,  but  outward 
bound  to  an  unknown  planet  in  search  of  an  exploratory  ship  which 
has  disappeared.  The  mutiny  has  to  be  quelled  and  landfall  accom- 
plished on  Wolf  IV — but  how! 

ROCKETS,  MISSILES,  AND  MOONS  by  Charles  Ira  Coombs  (10-12).  (Mor- 
row) 

The  Cape  Canaveral  launching  of  an  actual  missile  is  described  as 
well  as  the  tremendous  difficulties  to  be  overcome  before  space  travel 
becomes  a  reality. 

SEA  FOR  SAM  by  W.  M.  Reed  and  W.  S.  Bronson  (7-9).  (Harcourt) 

In  language  that  is  easy  to  understand,  this  book,  written  for  boys, 
describes  the  origins  of  the  oceans,  the  rise  and  fall  of  continents  and 
the  theory  of  tides.  It  also  deals  with  under  sea  life  and  discusses  the 
possibility  of  extracting  gold  and  silver  from  sea  water. 

SILENT  SPRING  by  Rachel  Louise  Carson  (1112).  (Houghton) 

The  author  examines  the  poisonous  effects  of  man's  widespread  use 
of  pesticides  in  an  alarming  but  significant  book  which  stresses  the 
interrelationships  and  interdependencies  of  man,  plants,  birds,  ani- 
mals, fishes  and  insects. 

SILENT  WORLD  by  J.  Y.  Cousteau  and  F.  Dumas  (1012).  (Harper) 

Fascinating  experiences  under  the  ocean-hunting  giant  fish  and  man- 
eating  sharks;  exploring  sunken  ships  and  their  treasures,  and  diving 
to  depths  of  the  sea  never  before  reached  by  man. 

STARS  ARE  OURS,  THE  by  Andre  Norton  (10-12).  (World) 

Suspense  in  words  as  this  science  fiction  reveals  the  struggle  of  Free 
Scientists  to  flee  to  another  planet  in  the  year  2500.  How  the  enslaved 
scientists,  assisted  by  the  hero  and  his  sister  escape  the  brutal 
Peacemen  and  accomplish  their  mission  presents  excellent  entertain- 
ment for  adventure  fans. 

STORY  BEHIND  GREAT  MEDICAL  DISCOVERIES  by  Montgomery.  (Dodd, 
Mead) 

Brief,  Actionized  dramatizations  of  outstanding  contributions  made  by 
men  and  women  in  the  field  of  medicine. 

STORY  BOOK  OF  SCIENCE,  THE  by  E.   S.  Miers  (7-9).  (Rand,  McNally) 

The  story  of  the  science  of  electricity,  radio,  television,  heat,  plants, 
transportation  right  up  to  the  rocket.  The  treatment  is  somewhat 
unusual — the  day  of  an  average  young  person  at  home,  at  school,  at 
play,  as  an  experience  in  which  all  science  touches  him. 

STORY  OF  ATOMIC  ENERGY  by  Laura  Fernni.  (Random) 

Although  not  illustrated  this  book  gives  in  simple  language  the  story 
of  man's  discovery  and  his  harnessing  of  atomic  energy. 
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SUBMARINES  by  G.  P.  Thompson  (7-10).  (Muller) 

The  author,  who  served  in  submarines  for  25  years  in  all  the  waters 
of  the  earth,  tells  what  a  submarine  is,  how  it  works,  and  how  it  has 
developed.  There  are  many  illustrations  as  well  as  some  good  photo- 
graphs. 

TELEVISION  WORKS  LIKE  THIS  by  J.  and  R.  Bendick  (8,9).  (Whittlesey) 
This  book  tells  how  television  programs  originate,  what  engineers  and 
directors  do,  and  how  programs  are  picked  up  and  transmitted. 

TUNNEL   IN  THE  SKY  by  Robert  Anson   Heinlein   (10-12).   (Scribner's) 
A  high  school  class  prepares  for  a  test  in  survival — any  planet,  any 
climate,  any  terrain.    When  they  become  stranded  with  no   devices 
of  "civilization"  they  must  create  their  own  government  and  civiliza- 
tion. 

VOICE  OF  THE  DOLPHINS,  THE  by  Leo  Szilard  (11-12).  (Simon) 

One  of  the  pioneers  of  atomic  energy  has  written  these  science  fiction 
tales,  knowledgeable  and  satirical. 

WINTER  SLEEPING  WILDLIFE  by  W.  Barker  (7-9).  (Harper) 

This  is  a  very  interesting  account  of  the  winter  habits  of  many  familiar 
North  American  creatures.  The  life  cycle,  mating  habits,  and  physical 
attributes  of  each  animal  are  described.  The  drawings  in  the  book 
are  superb  and  scientifically  correct. 

WONDER  OF  LIGHT,  THE  by  H.  Ruchlis  (8-10).  (Harper) 

Through  examples,  experiments,  and  problems  the  author  explains 
clearly  and  interestingly,  visible  and  invisible  light,  refraction  and  re- 
flection, x-rays  and  gamma  rays,  and  lenses.  The  photographs  and 
diagrams  which  are  very  good  are  an  integral  part  of  the  book. 

WRINKLE  IN  TIME,  A  by  Madeleine  L'Engle  (9-12).  (Farrar) 

"A  science  fantasy  incorporating  concepts  of  time  travel,  extrasen- 
sory perception,  and  supernatural  beings.  Good  characterization,  im- 
aginative plot  with  allegorical  overtones,  and  superb  writing." 


SEA  STORIES 

ARCTIC  ASSIGNMENT  by  F.  S.  Farrar  (7-9).  (Macmillan) 

A  first-hand  account  of  the  Arctic  voyage  of  the  R.C.M.P.  vessel  St. 
Roch  from  the  Pacific  via  the  Arctic  to  the  Atlantic. 

BACK  TO  TREASURE   ISLAND  by  Harold  Augustin  Calahan  (7-9).  (Van- 
guard) 

A  continuation  of  the  story  of  Long  John  Silver  and  Jim  Hawkins 
whom  you  met  in  "Treasure  Island". 

CAINE  MUTINY  by  Herman  Wouk  (11-12).  (Garden  City) 

Mutiny  aboard  the  minesweeper  "Caine",  as  her  officers  rebel  against 
their  Captain's  tyrannical  command. 

CAPTAIN  OF  THE   DISCOVERY  by  Roderick   Haig-Brown   (7-9).   (Macmil- 
lan) 

Captain  George  Vancouver,  who  gave  his  name  to  a  great  city  and 
a  great  island,  is  the  subject  of  this  absorbing  biography. 
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CAPTAINS  COURAGEOUS  by  Rudyard   Kipling  (7-10).  (Macmillan) 

Swept  overboard  during  a  storm,  the  pampered  son  of  an  American 
millionaire  is  forced  to  share  the  life  and  labour  of  the  fishermen 
who  rescued  him. 

COLLISION  COURSE  by  Alvin  Moscow.  (Putnam) 

The  maritime  disaster  of  July  1956,  the  collision  of  the  Andrea  Doria 
and  the  Stockholm  is  told  with  authentic  detail  and  keen  sense  of 
drama. 

CORAL  ISLAND  by  R.  Ballantyne  (7-9).  (Thos.  Nelson) 

Three  young  lads  shipwrecked  on  a  coral  island  in  the  South  Pacific 
survive  man-eating  sharks,  cannibalistic  natives,  and  blood-thirsty 
pirates. 

CORAL  REEF  CASTAWAY  by  Peter  Hallard.  (Criterion) 

Castaway  on  an  islet  of  Australia's  Great  Barrier  Reef,  young  Con 
Murray  meets  old  Ginty,  sole  survivor  of  a  pearling  lugger  wrecked 
20  years  before.  The  two  set  out  to  collect  the  pearls  from  a  bed  of 
oysters  Ginty  and  his  partners  laid  down  in  the  1930's — a  sea  story 
brimful  of  action,  local  colour  and  diving  conditions. 

CRUEL  SEA,  THE  by  Nicholas  Monsarrat  (10-12).  (Cassell) 

Probably  the  best  sea  story  to  come  out  of  World  War  II.  Somewhat 
abridged  for  school  use. 

DIVE!  THE  STORY  OF  AN  ATOMIC  SUBMARINE  by  H.  B.  Harris-War- 
ren. (Harper) 

In  concise  text  with  many  photographs  and  diagrams  the  design,  ma- 
chinery, equipment,  operation  and  maintenance  of  an  atomic  subma- 
rine is  described.  Training  and  the  daily  life  of  crew  members  is 
also  detailed. 

GOOD  SHEPHERD  by  Cecil  Scott  Forester  (7-9).  (Michael  Joseph) 

An  allied  convoy  is  menaced  by  a  submarine  wolf  pack.  Under  48 
hours  of  attack,  the  commander  stands  the  bridge  of  his  destroyer 
to  deliver  his  herd  to  the  relieving  escort.  The  battle  for  the  North 
Atlantic  comes  alive  in  this  vivid  story  of  peril  at  sea. 

GREY  SEAS  UNDER,  THE  by   Farley  Mowat  (10-12).  (Little,  Brown) 
The  gripping  story  of  the  salvage  tug  Foundation  Franklin  and  her 
ceaseless  duel  with  the  North  Atlantic,  the  dogged  gallantry  of  her 
crew  and  the  incredible  miracle  of  the  rescue  which  she  logged  in 
her  days  at  sea. 

HUNTING  THE  BISMARCK  by  Cecil  Scott  Forester.  (Michael    Joseph) 

The  dramatic  nine-day  saga  of  the  pursuit,  search,  engagement  and 
liquidation  at  sea  of  the  great  battleship,  the  mighty  Bismarck. 

JIM  DAVIS  by  John  Masefield  (7-9).  (Longmans) 

An  exciting  story  of  a  boy's  adventures  with  smugglers  on  the  Devon- 
shire coast. 

LORD  JIM  by  Joseph  Conrad  (12).  (Dent) 

In  a  moment  of  panic  a  young  officer  deserts  his  supposedly  sinking 
ship  and  its  800  native  passengers.  How  he  tried  to  live  down  this 
one  act  of  cowardice  makes  a  fascinating  character  study. 

MARY  DEARE,  THE  by  Hammond  Innes  (10-12).  (Collins) 

A  first-rate  tale  of  suspense,  betrayal,  and  heroism  involving  the  dis- 
covery of  a  drifting  and  deserted  ship  in  the  English  Channel. 
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MEN   AGAINST  THE   SEA   by   Nordhoff   and   Hall    (7-10).   (Little,   Brown) 

A  sequel  to  "Mutiny  on  the  Bounty".  Deals  with  Captain  Bligh's  amazing 
survival  in  an  open  boat  into  which  he  and  eighteen  of  the  crew  were 
forced  after  mutiny  at  sea. 

MUTINY  ON  THE  BOUNTY  by  Charles  Nordhoff  and  James  Norman  Hall 
(7-11).  (Little,  Brown) 

A  rousing  novel  of  the  sea.  The  crew  of  the  Bounty,  which  is  bound 
for  Tahiti,  stage  a  mutiny  and  force  the  brutal  Captain  Bligh  and  his 
companions  into  an  open  boat  and  leave  them  to  their  fate. 

NIGHT  TO  REMEMBER,  A  by  Walter  Lord  (10-12).  (Holt) 

The  retold,  but  legend  smashing  story  of  the  sinking  of  the  Titanic. 

OCEAN  GOLD  by  Edward  Ellsberg  (7-9).  (Dodd,  Mead) 

Captain  Philip  Ramsay's  crew  of  divers  used  all  their  skill  in  salvaging 
the  remaining  treasure  of  the  sunken  Santa  Cruz.  Then  there  is 
mutiny. 

OLD  MAN  AND  THE  SEA  by  Ernest  Hemingway  (12).  (Scribner's) 

The  story  of  the  soul  of  a  Cuban  fisherman  battling  against  a  fish; 
against  the  sea;  against  the  sharks,  and  against  Fate — in  the  end 
emerging  victorious. 

PEARL    LAGOON    by    Charles    Nordhoff    and    James    Norman    Hall    (7-9). 
(Little,  Brown) 

A  California  ranch  boy  on  a  pearl -fishing  cruise  sees  the  colorful  side 
of  South  Sea  Island  life  and  takes  part  in  battles  with  pirates  and 
sharks. 

PITCAIRN'S  ISLAND  by  Charles  Nordhoff  and  James  Norman  Hall  (8-11). 
(Little,  Brown) 

The  mutineers  from  the  Bounty  settled  on  Pitcairn's  Island,  a  lonely 
rock  in  the  South  Pacific. 

REDCOAT  SAILOR  by  R.  S.  Lambert  (7-9).  (Macmillan) 

This  is  the  story,  by  a  distinguished  Canadian  author,  of  Sir  Howard 
Douglas,  the  intrepid  soldier  who  yearned  to  serve  in  the  Royal  Navy. 
As  governor  of  New  Brunswick,  he  fought  forest  fires,  American 
invaders  and  ignorance,  becoming  the  founder  of  King's  College,  later 
University  of  New  Brunswick. 

SEA  SNAKE  by  Stephen  Meader  (7-9).  (Harcourt) 

Barney  Cannon  taken  captive  aboard  a  U-boat  off  the  Carolina  coast 
escapes  with  a  sample  of  engine  fuel  and  makes  his  contribution 
towards  ending  the  U-boat  menace. 

SEA-WOLF  by  Jack  London  (10-11).  (Grosset) 

Adventure  on  a  seal-hunting  schooner  captained  by  the  brutal  Wolf 

Larsen. 

SEABIRD  by  Holling  Clancy  Holling  (7-9).  (Houghton) 

A  gorgeous  and  exciting  picture  book  of  the  sea  and  whaling.  Seabird 
is  an  ivory  sea  gull  carved  by  a  ship's  boy  during  a  whaling  voyage. 

SHIP  AGROUND  by  Cicely  Fox  Smith  (7,  8).  (Oxford) 

Barry  Dale's  adventures  started  when  he  was  kidnapped  by  the  crew 
of  a  sailing  vessel  and  learned  where  Crossbones,  the  pirate,  had 
buried  his  treasure. 
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TREASURE  ISLAND  by  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  (6-9).  (Macmillan  N.Y.) 
Pirates,  buried  treasure,  and  mutiny  at  sea  are  woven  into  a  story  of 
breathless  adventure. 

TWENTY  THOUSAND  LEAGUES  UNDER  THE  SEA  by  Jules  Verne  (7-11). 
(Dent) 

Truth  is  stranger  than  fiction  in  this  story  of  the  submarine  vessel 
"Nautilus"  and  its  mysterious  Captain  Nemo. 

TYPHOON  by  Joseph  Conrad  (11).  (Copp  Clark) 

A  powerful  description  of  a  terrific  storm  and  how  it  tests  the  char 
acters  of  the  officers  and  men  in  a  ship  on  the  China  seas. 

WESTWARD  HO!  by  Charles  Kingsley  (10-11).  (Dent) 

An  exciting  story  of  sea  fights  with  the  Spaniards  in  the  time  of  Queen 
Elizabeth. 

YOUTH,  AND  GASPAR  RUIZ  by  Joseph  Conrad  (11).  (Dent) 

"Youth"  is  the  tale  of  an  ill-fated  coaling  vessel's  voyage  from  London 
to  Bangkok.

Young  Duff  experiences  all  the  thrill  and  danger  of  war  when  he 
becomes  a  member  of  Roger's  Rangers  and  fights  around  Lake  Cham- 
plain  during  the  French  and  Indian  war. 

HANNIBAL'S  ELEPHANTS  by  Alfred  Powers  (8,  9).  (Musson) 

Agenor,  thirteen-year-old  assistant  to  the  keeper  of  Hannibal's  ele- 
phants, knew  that  the  old  elephant,  Anak,  hated  General  Gisbo  and  he 
knew  that  there  must  be  some  reason  for  this  hate.

KNIGHT'S  FEE  by  Rosemary  Sutcliff  (7-9).  (Oxford)

Written  as  a  series  of  vignettes,  Cottrell  brings  ancient  Egypt  to  life 
in  this  fascinating  volume.

(Atheneum).     1964  edition 

A  most  entertaining  and  informative  book  on  American  politics  in 
action. 
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MASTER  SKYLARK  by  John  Bennett  (7,  8).  (Grosset) 

The  child  star  of  his  day,  a  little  lad  sang  his  way  to  the  city  of 
London  and  into  the  hearts  of  all  the  people,  including  Will  Shake- 
speare, the  playwright. 

MIST  OVER  ATHELNEY  by  G.  Trease  (8,9).  (Macmillan  N.Y.) 

The  story  re-creates  by  imaginary  raids  and  battles  the  violent  and 
exciting  times  of  the  Saxon  and  Danish  conquests.  The  characters  are 
vivid  and  life-like.
